To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


In compliance with the laws of the state, we submit the 
report of County Officers for your inspection. 

During the first part of the year an epidemic of the ‘‘Flu’’ 
prevailed at the County Farm and notwithstanding the good 
eare and medical attendance rendered, there were quite a num- 
ber of deaths among the older people. 

On May 1st, Benjamin F. Sherman, a man of seven years’ 
experience at the State Industrial School at Shirley, Mass., was 
appointed Superintendent of the Farm. Mr. Sherman is giv- 
ing excellent satisfaction. Early in the spring the water from 
' Partridge Brook, which supplies the water for domestic pur- 
poses at the County Farm, was condemned by the State Board 
of Health, and a chlorinating machine was installed. 

Advantage has been taken of convict labor and some of the 
most urgent repairs have been made, which includes the paint- 
ing of the house occupied by the Superintendent, and the silos 
and some of the outbuildings. We have appreciated the co- 
operation of the Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor in the 
various towns in the county, and desire to express our sincere 
thanks to all who have in any way contributed toward the wel- 
fare of our county, and earnestly hope that many of the citizens 
will visit the County Farm and inspect the buildings.

A meeting of the Cheshire County Delegation was held in 
Room 157, State House, at 9.00 A. M., on above date, all mem- 
bers present except Bemis, Hogan, Jones, Sawtelle and MeGin- 
ness. Chairman Callahan in the chair. 

County Commissioner William 8. Tuttle was present, and 
presented the estimates of expenditures, and explained condi- 
tions at the County Farm. Discussion by King of Walpole, 
Dickinson of Swanzey, Ball of Surry, Qualters of Winchester, 
Landers of Keene, and Firmin of Fitzwilliam. 

Commissioner Tuttle suggested that, if it met the approval 
of the Convention, the Commissioners would omit the cuts of 
the County buildings in making up the printed report, to which 
no objection was raised. He also stated that members of the 
Convention, or a Committee, was privileged to visit the County 
Farm at any or all times. He also suggested the Convention 
consider the selling the Jail building, now rented, for which 
an offer of $35,000 has been made. 

Commissioner William EK. Johson then spoke, stating that 
he was not very familiar with conditions at the County Farm. 

The Convention then took a recess until 1.00 P. M. 


AFTER RECESS. 

There was discussion of the financial report of the County 
Farm Bureau activities, about which there seemed to be some 
confusion. 

Mr. Dickinson of Swanzey moved that the Secretary call 
on the County Farm Bureau management for a complete finan- 
cial report in detail; and it was so voted. 

Commissioner Johnson presented the report of timber ex- 
perts on timber at County Farm, as follows: 


TIMBER REPORT. 


We, the undersigned, Henry EK. Shepardson and Kalph E. 
Proctor, both of Keene, beg to submit the following report of 
our investigation made today as to cutting timber upon the 
County Farm at Westmoreland, New Hampshire. 
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We went today to the County Farm with County Commis- 
sioner W. EH. Johnson and looked over the property with him 
and with B. R. Wheeler, Superintendent of the Farm. We 
recommend that the pine upon the easterly and southerly parts 
of the Farm can be cut to advantage at this time in an amount 
not less than ten hundred and fifty cords of pine and hemlock; 
and that it can be cut to the best advantage at this time be- 
eause at least seventy-five per cent. of this amount will not 
cut better if it stands, but is going by. We find that this 
amount is comprised in about four separate clumps or parcels 
of timber located near together on the easterly and southerly 
parts of the Farm. In making this recommendation we beg 
to say that we have not included herein any part of the timber 
in the watershed supplying the reservoir which supplies the 
County Farm; and we recommend that no timber be cut upon 
and in said watershed; and that the above recommendation 
as to cutting and the statement as to quantity refers to the 
soft wood timber upon said Farm outside of said watershed, 
and included only in the above four clumps.

The County Agent, Mr. Darling, spoke on his Farm Bureau 
work and explained the situation. Mr. C. C. Bemis, Auditor 
of the Farm Bureau, made further explanations and both 
were then questioned by Mr. Qualters of Winchester, and Mr. 
Empey of Keene, and Mr. Ball of Surry. 

Mr. F. O. Smalley of Wapole, President of the County 
Farm Bureau, explained the work of the Farmers’ Exchange. 
He was followed by E. P. Robinson, State Superintendent of 
County Agents. In reply to questions, Mr. Bemis and Mr. 
» Darling both stated that the relation between the Farm Bureau 
and the Farmers’ Exchange was simply advisory, and beyond 
that, the County Agents performed no services for the Farmers’ 
Exchange. } 

On motion of Mr. Smalley of ‘Walpole, it was voted to 
adjourn, subject to the eall of the Chairman.

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A meeting of the Cheshire County Delegation was held in 
Room 157, State House, February 6, 1923, at 7 P. M., with 
Chairman Callahan in the chair, and a quorum present. Mr. 
Sanborn of Bradford, upon being given privilege of the floor, 
presented statements relating to schools in connection with 
House Bill No. 226, and announced that a meeting of the Com- 
mittee on Education would be held on February 7th, request- 
ing that all those present who were interested attend. 


After a diseussion of the matter of timber cutting at the 
County Farm, Mr. Dickinson of Swanzey reported that he had 
taken up the matter with the State Forester who would make 
an examination of the premises within a short time. He made 
a motion that a committee of three be appointed by the Chair- 
man with the power to sell, at auction or private sale, all of the 
timber, and use the proceeds for reforestation. Mr. Ball of 
Surry spoke in opposition to the action until such time as the 
State Forester’s report was available. Mr. Empey of Keene 
advocated a delay, in view of the prospect of selling the County 
Farm. Mr. King of Walpole advocated a delay and made a 
motion to lay the pending motion on the table. Mr. Barrett 
of Keene suggested that, out of courtesy to the County Com- 
missioners, any committee appointed to deal with the question 
should have a representative of the commission upon it. Mr. 
Wells of Walpole advocated leaving the matter entirely to the 
Commissioners. It was then voted to lay the matter on the 
table. 

Chairman Callahan announced that he had secured,a 
transcript of the deeds of all County property. The Chairman 
then brought up the matter of the deer season, and on motion 
of Mr. Qualters of Winchester, -it was voted to recommend to 
the Committee on Fisheries and Game that the deer season 
in Cheshire County be the last eight days in November and 
the first seven days in December. 


Mr. Davis of Stoddard presented his claims, supporting 
House Bill No. 138, closing ponds in Stoddard against ice fish- 
ing for five years from March 24th. On motion of Mr. Empey 
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of Keene, it was voted to support the bill. 

The entire delegation then entered into discussion of 
County Farm Bureau work. On motion of Mr. Ball of Surry, 
it was voted that the Chairman appoint a committee of three 
to discuss the points of. difference with the Commissioners, 
and another committee of three to consider the same matters 
with the County Farm Bureau, and report at the next meeting. 
The chairman appointed as the first committee, Messrs. Dick- 
inson, Hopkins and Ball; as the second committee, Messrs. 
Kmpey, Qualters and Blake.

A meeting of the Cheshire County Delegation was held in 
Room 100, State House, Wednesday, February 14, 1923, at 
9.30 A. M., with Chairman Callahan in the Chair, and a quorum 
was present. < 

House Joint Resolution No. 23, relating to the payment 
of repairs on the bridge in Chesterfield, was taken up. 

Robert C. Murchie, Esq:, of Concord, appeared for the 
Town ot Chesterfield, in favor of the Resolution. 

Payment by the State being advocated on the ground that 
this bridge is to a great extent part of the State Highway. 
The count of traffic on several days in the summer of 1922 
showed the use of the bridge to be of an interstate character. 
Mr. Murchie was questioned by Mr. Dewing of Alstead. Mr. 
King of Walpole explained the situation as to other Connecti- 
cut river bridges. 
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Mr. H. E. Randall of Chesterfield, one of the Selectmen, 
also appeared in favor. 

On motion of Mr. Mason of Keene, it was voted to report 
House Joint Resolution No. 23 favorably. 


Mr. Empey of Keene reported for the committee appointed 
to investigate relations between the County and the Farm Bu- 
reau, as follows: 


The committee chosen by you to investigate the connec- 
tion between the Farm Bureau and Farm Exchange beg leave 
to make the following report: 

The committee met Mr. Darling in the office of the Chesh- 
ire County Farm Bureau. They went over the question of salary 
from the Exchange; he said he got $50.00 per month or $600.00 
per year. He also stated that time given to the Exchange in re- 
turn was 24 days; he did not tell how he got the actual division 
of time between the two organizations. On being questioned 
about the telephone bills, he replied that the first five months 
of the year were paid by the Farmers’ Exchange and the last 
seven months by the Farm Bureau; the amount paid by the 
Harmers’ Exchange was $179.38, by the Farm Bureau, $189.82.

Legislature of 1923, at Maplewood Home, 


Westmoreland, Tuesday, June 5, 1923. 


Pursuant to a vote of the Delegation, deferring visitation 
of the County Farm by the Delegation until after the close 
of the legislative session, and to the call of the Chairman, is- 
sued May 25, 1923, the members of the Delegation met at the 
County Farm at 10.00 A. M., Tuesday, June 5, 1923. 

Dinner was served by Supt. and Mrs. Sherman at 12.30 
P. M. to the Commissioners, Senators Rice and Lane, and sey- 
eral invited guests, in addition to the members of the Dele- 
gation. 

At 2.00 P. M. the meeting was called to order by the Chair- 
man, and upon a eall of the roll by the Clerk, a quorom was 
found present, as follows: 

Dewing, Garfield, Firmin, Blake, Bemis, Dunean, Callahan, 
Hopkins, Mason, Jones, Reed, Barrett, Empey, Gates, King of 
Keene, Landers, Davis, Dickinson, King of Walpole, Burt. 
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The Chairman first called upon Speaker William J. Ahern 
of Concord, Secretary of the State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rection, who spoke upon County Farm conditions generally. 


Commissioners Tuttle, Richardson and Johnson were then 
ealled upon, each responding in turn. Dr. J. A. Craig of 
Westmoreland, County Physician, also spoke. 

The committee appointed during the legislative session to 
visit the County Farm, investigate and report, consisting of 
Messrs. Hopkins, Blake and Burt, then made its report. 

On motion of Mr. Firmin of Fitzwilliam the report was 
accepted, with thanks to the committee. 

Mr. Dickinson of Swanzey, for the committee to investi- 
gate the advisability of selling standing timber, reported verb- 
ally, stating that a representative of the State Forester had 
looked over the timber and advised that it be not cut as yet. 

On motion of Mr. Mason of Keene, the following vote was 
passed: That a committee of five be appointed by the Chair, 
to serve in conjunction with the County Commissioners, to in- 
vestigate the project of changing the location of the County 
Farm to some more central point, such report to be sent by 
mail to each member of the Delegation on or before Novem- 
ber 1, 1923. The vote on this motion was unanimously favor- 
able, Mr. Burt of Westmoreland, however, being recorded as 
not voting. 

The Chairman appointed as members of this committee 
Messrs. Mason,of Keene, Dickinson of Swanzey, Landers of 
Keene, Davis of Stoddard, and Dunean of Jaffrey. 

On motion of Mr. King of Walpole, it was voted that the 
committee be authorized to expend a sum not exceeding $500.00 
to pay the necessary expenses of the investigation heretofore 
authorized relative to the change in location of the County 
Farm. 

On motion of Mr. Reed of Keene, it was voted to extend 
the thanks of the Delgation to Superintendent and Mrs. Sher- 
man for the courtesies extended to the Delegation and visitors. 

On motion of Mr. Empey of Keene, the following resolu- 
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tion was unanimously adopted: Resolved, that it is the sense 
of the Cheshire County Delegation, in convention assembled 
this fifth day of June, 1923, that His Excellency the Governor 
should pardon from the House of Correction Lee Watkins, 
Carleton Perry, and Elden LaBarr; and that a copy of these 
resolutions be transmitted to C. B. Jordan, counsel for the men 
in question.

On motion of Dickinson of Swanzey, it was voted that the 
Commissioners be authorized.to borrow and expend $2,500.00, 
or any portion thereof, for repairs at the present County Farm. 

On motion of Mason of Keene, it was voted to adjourn to 
the call of the County Commissioners.
